A primer is a little thing, 
but so is the 100th of an inch that 
makes a bench rest champion. 


Over 80% of the top shooters at the 1970 
National Bench Rest Shooters Association Na- 
tionals used Remington primers. Here’s why, 
straight from Remington R&D. 


For openers, here’s what happens the moment the firing 
pin touches the primer... 

The pin drives the cup toward the anvil. Almost instantly, 
the explosive mixture is violently compressed between the 
cup and anvil. The resulting explosion then ignites the main 
powder charge. It sounds simple. But the number of factors 
needed to make sure that primer goes off with the same re- 
sults round after round is a little understood masterpiece of 
technology. Admittedly, there are few significant differences 
between one primer and another. But what differences do ex- 
ist have a subtle effect on the kind of consistent shooting that 
results in consistent accuracy. 
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The key to primer performance is “sensitivity”. .. making 
sure the primer consistently ignites with minimum striking 
force. And the key to primer sensitivity is the explosive 
mixture. 

Some time ago, Remington engineers decided that lead 
styphnate should form the explosive base rather than the 
potassium chlorate-mercury fulminate mixture used then. As 
a result, two serious problems were solved. First, the residue 
from lead styphnate won’t corrode the gun. Second, there is 
no mercury to attack the brass. (Which is why we.call them 
“Kleanbore” primers... the name says it all.) 

Along with the basic explosive (we make our own... from 
scratch) fuels, oxidizers and a sensitizer must be added. We 
use an organic explosive called “tetrazene” to increase the 
sensitivity of lead styphnate and to help make sure that mis- 
fires are virtually eliminated. Oxidizers and fuels are added 
to help control the violence of the explosion and to increase 
the ignition power and efficiency of the priming mixture. 
Basically, that’s the explosive-mixture story. Except for one 
extra, exclusive touch: each Remington primer pellet is made 
with a tiny drop of shellac added to the mixture. The result is 
a degree of protection from moisture. 

The smallest primer component—the anvil—also has a 
great influence on primer sensitivity. Anvils for center fire 
cartridges and shotshells were easier to design than the an- 
vils used in pistol/revolver ammunition . . . because a rifle or 
shotgun hammer delivers more force. So, Remington engi- 
neers designed two special anvils for pistol and revolver am- 
munition. The embossed fin on one and the truncated cone on 
the other help improve anvil sensitivity. 
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Even though the tiny 
anvils are produced 
by the millions, each 
is made, and must 
conform to rigid 
specifications, to a 
minute fraction of 
an inch. And each is 
subject to close in- 
spection. 

The “hot” primer is something handloaders and shooters 
still argue about. But it makes sense to believe that if the hot 
primer really added to ballistics, Remington would be way 
out front with a hot primer. However, continuing Remington 
research leads us to conclude that a hot primer doesn’t sig- 
nificantly improve ballistics or accuracy. It may add a few 
feet per second, but it also generates greater pressures... 
which isn’t always a safe thing. If you’re interested in im- 
proving ballistics and accuracy, you'll accomplish more by 
working with the front end of the cartridge instead of the 
rear. As one of our more philosophical research people put it: 
“Why light a cigarette with a blowtorch?”

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As important as sensitivity is, so is uniformity. Uniformity 
of explosive mixture. (Even the size and shape of lead- 
styphnate crystals are controlled by Remington processes.) 
For example, consider “barrel time’. . . the time from the in- 
stant of primer ignition to the instant the bullet leaves the 
barrel. The uniformity built into every Remingon-Peters 
primer insures that, with everything else equal, barrel time 
is almost the same from primer to primer. So a shooter has a 
better chance of having the bullet leave the barrel, round 
after round, when that barrel is in the same position of its 
vibration arc.

32 heavy benchers struggled thru 
the 10 - 10 shot matches at 100 and 
200 yards. The weather was favor- 
able. 

Ken Gilbert, of Parkersburg, West 
Virginia won the 100 yd. aggregate 
with .3745. He was fifth in the 200 
yd. aggregate with .5438. Ken’s Grand 
Aggregate was .4591 to win the Heavy 
Bench World Championship. Mr. 
Gilbert shot the ‘Stolle’ version of 
the 22 cal. center fire rifle cartridge. 


The champ fired a Stolle action, Hart 
1-3/8” barrel, 14 inch twist, Unertl 
24X scope, smithed and stocked by 
Stolle. The rifle weighed 27 pounds. 
The Remington brass was loaded 
with 23 grains of 4198 DuPont pow- 
der, back of Robert Simonson 52 
grain bullets. 

Paul J. Hart of LaFayette, N. Y. 
ended up sixth at 100 yds. -(.4345), 
first at 200 yds. (.4981) and second 
in the Grand (.4663). Hart shot a 
standard .222 Rem. cartridge, Hart 
sleeved Rem. action, Hart barrel and 
smithing, with 26.5 748BR powder 
back of 52 grain bullets made in B&A 
dies with Sierra jackets. The rifle 
weighed 25 pounds. Both Gilbert 
and Hart used 14 inch twist barrels. 
This is standard. 

Of the 32 competitors, 17 fired 308 
caliber rifles. Four fired the 222%. 
All other contestants used 222 caliber 
rifles with some sharp shouldered 
versions (Hall 30 degree shoulder) 
and Stolle (around 45 degree shoul- 
der). 

In the .222 cal. about 25-26 grains 
of 748BR powder was used by 6 men. 

Eight 30 caliber boys used H380 
powder varying from 38 grains to 
48 grains. Four used either 39 or 40

22. Establishing of a firm interpre- 
tation of the rifle weight rule in 
classes where specific weight is a 
rule. This is aimed at the extra 
ounce allowed for scale discrepancy. 

23. (On agenda) A competitor can 
receive only one tie per match or 
aggregate per range per class. For 
instance, if he wins more than one 
match at 100 yards in the Light Var- 
mint Class, he can receive only one 
tie but is eligible for a second tie at 
200 yards in the Light Varmint class.

The Kneeling 
Position 


Perhaps the worst mistake made by 
shooters in developing their kneel- 
ing position is slavishly copying the 
successful position of another shoot- 
er. Unless two shooters are built 
exactly the same, it would be a mis- 
take for them to try to use the same 
kneeling position. The proper ap- 
proach to kneeling, instead, is to 
learn the principles the successful 
kneeling shooter is applying and then 
to adjust the body to best apply these 
principles. 

The principles to be applied in 
kneeling include balance of the 
body/rifle system over the support 
surfaces, sling support of the rifle, 
rigidification of the torso, enhance- 
ment of the physiological functions 
of vision and balance and muscular 
control of the position movements. 
The techniques for applying these 
principles have resulted in a fairly 
rigid definition of what an ideal 
kneeling position looks like. It is a 
definition that has excluded the low 
kneeling position (sitting on the side 
of the foot without a kneeling roll) 
for the past dozen years. 

Recent reevaluations of the low 
kneeling (see my column in _ last 
month’s PRECISION SHOOTING) 
now indicate it is possible, and for 
some shooters easier, to apply the 
principles of the kneeling position as 
well in_it as in the high position 
where the kneeling roll is used. This 
article is written with the presuppo- 
sition that the low kneeling position 
is a valid choice for some though 


not all shooters. The techniques for 
building a good kneeling position 
vary so slightly between the two po- 
sitions that they can be considered 
together. 
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The logical starting point for the 
kneeling position, then, is to decide 
whether to shoot the low or high 
position. The first determinant is 
general body proportion. Shooters 
with torso lengths that are average 
or short compared to arm and leg 
lengths should start with the high 
position. Shooters with long torsos 
and comparatively short arms and 
legs should start with the low po- 
sition if possible. 

The second factor in this choice is 
whether the shooter can sit on the 
side of his foot. Sitting on the side 
of the foot is usually less comfortable 
than sitting on the heel for anyone, 
but some shooters simply cannot turn 
the toe in and sit on the foot long 
enough to complete a ten or twenty 
shot series. There is always some 
pain in the right foot and leg in 
kneeling and good kneeling shooting 
requires a certain obliviousness to 
pain, but this should never be carried 
too far, 


If a shooter with a long torso needs 
to keep his body lower, but cannot 
comfortably sit on the side of his 
foot, then he should use a loosely 
packed kneeling roll in which a deep 
V can be formed that will allow his 
instep to nearly touch the ground. 

The right foot is the foundation of 
the entire position so selection of 
the footgear and kneeling roll is im- 
portant. Stiff-soled heavily padded 
boots are no longer allowed, but that 
does not prevent selection of a boot 
or shoe that is comfortable to sit on. 
A narrow sole is necessary for the 
low position, while a slightly round- 
ed heel will help the high position. 

If a kneeling roll is used, it should 
not be too large or firmly packed. 
Sawdust is probably the best filler 
since it is light and does not com- 
press. A V is generally formed in 
the center of the kneeling roll to 
give greater support to the foot. The 
height of this V from the ground is 
one way of adjusting the relation- 
ships of the position, but for a start- 
ing thickness, two inches is about 
right. 

Once the right foot is in place, the 
next step in assuming the kneeling 
position is doing what modern man 
does most naturally, sitting down. 
Sitting down on the right foot in 
kneeling should be just like sitting 
down on a chair. As much body 
weight as possible should fall direct- 
ly onto the foot. In the low position, 
the foot should be squarely under- 
neath the body, while in the high 
position the heel may be between 


the buttocks or on the right side if 
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more body height or comfort is de- 
sired. 

Fixing the location of the back is 
the next and most critical step in 
kneeling. This must be done in such 
a way that the torso becomes rigid, 
that muscular effort in the back is 
minimized and that the weight of the 
body remains balanced above the 
support surfaces. 

The two extremes in making the 
torso rigid are to keep the spine 
straight, balancing it directly above 
the right foot, or letting the spine 
bend by slumping the head and 
shoulders down and forward. The 
most acceptable technique now is to 
roll the head and shoulders forward 
until the back is held in its curved 
position by the ligaments of the back. 

The side-to-side movement so com- 
mon to bad kneeling holds is quite 
often caused by a back position that 
inadequately supports the weight of 
the body. If the spine must be held 
in position by the back muscles or if 
the body weight is not balanced over 
the support surfaces so that muscles 
must keep the body in position, these 
horizontal movements will start. The 
best solution to this problem is to 
build the position by first fixing the 
body position and then adjusting 
every other part of the position. If 
the legs, arms or rifle are located 
first, a poor torso position and conse- 
quent bad hold are almost guaran- 
teed. 

Once the torso position is fixed, . 
the left arm and left leg can be po- 
sitioned. The left arm and left leg 
serve as a four membered brace that 
supports the rifle and a small amount 
of weight from the upper body. Al- 
most all of the body weight should 
still remain on the right foot, how- 


ever. 
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The left foot should be placed in 
front of and slightly to the left of the 
body. The foot itself is turned to 
the right to keep the leg muscles 
tight. As starting positions only, the 
left lower leg should be vertical in 
the high position or at a 45 degree 
angle to the ground in the low po- 
‘sition. The reason these should be 
regarded as starting positions for the 
left leg is that movement of the left 
foot forward or to the rear is an im- 
portant means of making final more 
precise adjustments for body pro- 
portion variations. 

At this point we reach a new de- 
parture from the traditional method 
of getting into the kneeling position. 
Previously, we taught the shooter to 
place his left elbow at a certain lo- 
cation on the knee, generally on top 
of or just in front of the knee. Since 
it is obvious that, unless the shooter’s 
upper left arm is exactly the right 
length, trying to reach a certain spot 
with the left elbow is going to move 
the body, the best way to locate the 
left elbow would be to keep the torso 
in its position balanced above the 
right foot and slumped forward and 
just let the left elbow fall on what- 
ever point it reaches. This may be 
in front of, on top of or behind the 
knee. In any event, keeping the 
torso in its position is the most im- 
portant objective. 

With the left elbow in place on 
the knee, the rifle can be picked up 
with the left hand and placed on the 
shoulder. The location of the butt- 
plate on the shoulder is determined 
mostly by head position. The head 
should be tipped forward slightly to 
make it easier to slump the shoulders 
forward and to keep some tension in 
the neck. The rifle is then placed 
on the shoulder so that the head po- 
sition is not changed. It may be 
necessary to cant the rifle to the left 
to avoid changing the head position. 
The head position should be fixed 
first and the rifle adjusted to it. 

At this point the body must be 
oriented in relation to the rifle, left 
leg and left arm. This orientation is 
the angle that the body faces towards 
or away from the target. It is, to a 
large extent, controlled by where the 
right knee is located. If the head and 
shoulders are slumped forward as 
they should be, then the body should 
be faced towards the target as much 
as possible. In an ideal position, the 
shoulders would face only 20 or 30 
degrees to the right of the target. 

Facing towards the target is neces- 
sary because as the upper body is 
slumped forward, this weight must 
fall onto an active support surface— 


in this case, the left knee —in order 
to keep the weight of the body 
balanced above a support surface. If 
the body is faced away from the 
target then, as the upper torso rolls 
forward, its weight will not remain 
over a support surface. 

The left hand is moved forward or 
backward on the forearm until the 
rifle is pointing at target height. 
Then, and only then, should the sling 
be placed on the arm. The sling may 
be very high or very low on the arm, 
but never in the middle. With the 
left hand in place the fore-end stop 
is located and the sling tightened 
until it takes over the job of support- 
ing the rifle from the muscles of the 
left arm. 

Since the relationships of the 
lengths of the various parts of the 
body play such a vital role in decid- 
ing exactly what kneeling position 
variations to use, a final adjustment 
of the position may be made using 
those variables that can be used with- 
out changing the position of the body 
or head. These variables are left 
knee height, left hand location on 
the rifle and kneeling roll height. 
They should offer sufficient range of 
adjustment to perfect any kneeling 
position if the choice between the 
low and high positions was wisely 
made. 

The placement of the right arm 
completes the position. The task of 
the right arm is to put the trigger 
finger in position to pull the trigger. 
The location of this arm starts with 
the grip of the right hand and proper 
location of the trigger finger. From 
that point, the wrist should be kept 
straight and the right elbow held out 
away from the body at about a 45 
degree angle. Keeping the elbow 
away from the body puts a small 
amount of tension of the muscles of 
the right arm and shoulder and seems 
to enhance the control the shooter 
has over them. 

Once the entire position is as- 
sumed, its balance must be perfected. 
Balance in shooting, of course, means 
centering the downward force of the 
body/rifle system over the support 
surfaces of the position. Kneeling

REINHART FAJEN, INC. 
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has usually been said to have three 
support surfaces, the left foot, the 
right foot and the right knee. And 
indeed, some shooters such as the 
Germans were able to use the right 
knee as a support surface when they 
were using broad suspenders on their 
shooting pants to help support part 
of the torso weight, but that has 
stopped with the elimination. of sus- 
penders as part of the shooter’s cloth- 
ing. Placing weight on the right knee 
means that the muscles of the back 
have to keep the body rigid as the 
right knee is used — hardly a desira- 
ble situation. 

The active support surfaces for 
kneeling are the right foot where 
most of the body weight is rested, 
and the left foot which bears the 
weight of the rifle, left arm and leg 
and a small portion of the upper 
body weight. Care must be taken to 
balance the weight of the body/rifle 
system over these two support sur- 
faces. 

The final step in constructing a 
kneeling position is to orient the en- 
tire position on the target. If an 
effort is made to point the rifle at 
the target before the position is com- 
pleted, the attempt to apply the 
principles of a good kneeling position 
will be destroyed. Every kneeling 
position has a comparatively small 
natural point of aim. The entire po- 
sition should be turned to center the 
natural point of aim of the position 
on the target, but only after the po- 
sition is completed. 

The kneeling position has been a 
source of frustration to many shoot- 
ers, but the amazing thing about 
kneeling is how good it can be once 
a good position is developed.

A few weeks ago I assembled several 
new loads to try in my Heavy Varmint 
rifle. The rifle is a 40-X .222 Remington 
with a Hart barrel and 2 oz. trigger, built 
by C. C. Seitz of Pendleton, Oregon. 
Scope is a Unertl BV-20 in a one-piece 
bridge mount. Firing was done from a 
Beecher rest under ideal conditions at 
the Indian Creek Rifle Range in New- 
berry, South Carolina. 

The first load tried was 21 gr. 4198, 
52 gr. Detsch bullets in R-P cases with 
CCI #400 primers. I shoot with slight 
pressure on the butt and my earphones 
touching the comb, On the third shot I 
noticed a distinct pause between the 
striker fall and ignition. This continued 
throughout the 10-shot string which in- 
cluded one misfire and produced two 
separate one hole groups — four hang- 
fires about 1” lower than the five normal 
rounds (Target A). Substituting 23 gr. 
BL-C 2 produced like results. There was 
one misfire in the next 10 shots. Eight 
went into about .45 and one distinct 
hangfire went about 1” low (Target B). 
In all, I had 2 misfires and 13 hangfires 
in 80 rounds. Targets C,.D, and E are

included to show the rifle’s capability 
and were fired the same day under the 
same conditions. 

These primers had been bought fresh 
in 1964 and stored in their original car- 
ton in a metal ammo box along with 
about 15,000 others by CCI, RWS, and 
Remington. The box was stored under 
my loading bench which is located in 
the proverbial “cool, dry place.” They 
had never been near oil or dampness 
and had been carefully seated with a 
hand priming tool. I have since tried 
samples from each carton in my supply 
and had no other failures. This is not 
meant to be derogatory toward CCl’s 
fine products in any way, only that it 
doesn’t pay to hoard primers. When 
compared to the standard benchrest out- 
fit, a fresh one cent primer is extremely 
cheap. Good bullets and good barrels 
are imperative, but so are good primers. 
So save those oldies for sighters or dis- 
pose of them safely. Use only the best 
when it really counts, which is all the 
time anyway. Good shooting.

TWO RIFLE CLASSIFICATION 
FOR HUNTER CLASS?

whether it be by choice or by eco- 
nomic restrictions.

Many Hunter Class competitors 
have suggested an unmodified rifle 
class. Perhaps it is time to try the 
suggestion. This can be done readily 
at any Hunter Class Match except 
the Championship. It has also been 
suggested that the .224 rifles be al- 
lowed to compete in the Hunter 
Class. Whether or not this was tried, 
there has been very little feed back. 


There are both sides to study on 
the adoption of an unmodified class. 
If, by unmodified, we mean nothing 
can be done including rebedding, 
barrel lapping, recrowning, etc., then 
it would be extremely difficult to 
spot an illegal rifle. If we allow 
these tune-up operations to be per- 
formed, then the same competitor 
who now buys a custom rifle would 
have his unmodified rifle tuned to a 
fare-thee-well. The result then is still 
possibly detrimental toward picking 
up the type of competitor we are 
after. 

It is my opinion that the only way 
we can learn is to hold a few match- 
es \including an unmodified class. 
The trial should be given plenty of 
publicity at the nearby Fish and 
Game Clubs as well as with the 
benchrest shooters. 

Thank you, Ed, for bringing this 
up again. Hunter Class clubs, what 
do you say. —M.H.W.

THE XP-100 PISTOL 
ON THE BENCH 

Thanks for printing the detailed 
articles to help me as a beginning 
bench rest shooter. 

Some of the varmint shooters have 
also been striving for precision shoot- 
ing also in their Varmint Pistols. 
Usually these pistols are retuned 
Remingtons in .221 caliber of XP-100 
types. 

I should like to have you get a 
technical article from a knowledge- 
able gun tuner or your technical edi- 
tor to write an article on how to 
tune the XP-100 for match accuracy. 

When I go to the matches and 
watch the Varmint Pistol shooters 
shoot thirty shot strings at 100 yards 
with the pistols and get an agg. of 
5/8” it always amazes me, (They 
usually beat my light varmint rifle 
scores.) 

If a builder were to work for the 
ultimate small groups this would 
probably mean starting with a Hart 
Stainless blank but with what twist 
for .224 52 or 53 grain bench rest 
bullets? Then there is needed the 
expert’s opinion as to what size the 
chamber and throat should be. Then 
we need an opinion to decide if the 
Fajen wood varmint is the best and 
then recommendation of telescope. 

If there is sufficient interest in 
these many questions I sure would 
be grateful for the information.

Our experience with the XP-100 
for benchrest is somewhat lacking. 
There is every reason to believe, 
however, that the XP-100 shooters 
are using the same principles in com- 
mon use on rifles. These principles 
include the following: 

1. A barrel with uniformly good 
finish, preferably 6-groove either 
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right or left hand twist. The 
barrel maker will tell you which 
twist is the most popular. The 
groove diameter should be .2240 
+ .0005, but absolutely uniform 
from end to end. The bore should 
be .2190 + .001, and uniform from 
end to end also. Uniformity is 
probably the most important 
single specification. This means 
uniformity to better than .0001” 
for both bore and groove. 
The barrel chambering and fit- 
ting should be done by a gun- 
smith familiar with the require- 
ments of benchrest shooters. He 
should previously have demon- 
strated his ability to produce com- 
petitive accuracy in benchrest 
firearms. 

3. It is unlikely that modifications 
to the Sporting Arms and Ammu- 
nition Manufacturers’ Institute’s 
recommended chamber will im- 
prove accuracy. However, the 
chamber should be within .0005” 
of minimum on diameters. 

4. If good case life is expected, the 
neck sizing die should not reduce 
the neck more than enough to 
hold the bullet. 


5. Fit of the stock to the action 
should be such that no strain or 
shifting can occur. Fitting of the 
stock requires experience and 
skill. Just removing wood and 
substituting a gob of epoxy is not 
enough to insure no strain or 
shifting. 

6. Recommendations for telescopes 
for modified XP-100’s will need 
to come from the shooters. Can 
anyone help on this? —M.H.W.

EQUIPMENT FOR 6/47 40XBR 


I have just put in my order for a 
40XB-BR in 6x47 cal. 10%# model. 
I don’t know how long I will have to 
wait for it but I suppose it will be 
several months. 

I would like to have all the equip- 
ment I will need for shooting this 
rifle that is possible to gather with- 
out actually having the rifle. One 
thing that I am not sure of is the 
procedure for forming the cases. Is 
a light charge of powder and corn- 
meal the proper way to blow them 
out? 


Does this rifle come equipped with 
scope blocks? I have a Unertl BV20 
so I need Posa mount bases. 

I have a rifle chambered for the 
6mm Don. Wasp case and I am hay- 
ing trouble finding Zipper brass to 
form the cases. Is it still being 
produced and where can it be pur- 
chased? 


Hope you can give me some help 
on these questions.

Case forming in the 6x47 usually 
consists of firing the standard load 
behind proper weight bullets. Since 
most loads are caseful quantities of 
powder, no special procedures are 
necessary. 

The .222 Magnum cases are simply 
opened up to 6mm in the neck using 
a 6mm expanding plug. Some ex- 
panding plugs need to be modified 
to prevent the knurled portion from 
contacting the neck during this oper- 
ation. The case neck may be dipped 
in dry graphite or molycote to ease 
the neck over the plug. 

The M/40XB-BR is supplied with 
standard scope bases mounted on the 
receiver. It will be necessary for 
you to obtain the special Unertl Posa 
mount bases for this rifle and install 
them in place of the standard bases. 

Zipper brass is no longer available. 
If you want to continue with the 
Wasp it will be necessary to double 
form using two dies and .30-30 brass. 
If your rifle will handle standard 
rim diameter of .470 in place of the 
larger Zipper rim diameter, it is 
possible the Winchester .225 brass 
could be used. Suggest you try a 
few before buying a large quantity. 


I am writing to you as a member 
of the Dryden Fish & Game Club, 
Dryden, New York. We are in the 
process of reconstructing our 200 
yard rifle range at which we hope to 
be able to do some bench shooting. 

However, no one in the club has 
had much, if any, experience at 
bench rest shooting. Our very first 
problem was how to construct the 
actual benches so that they would 
conform to any existing standards 
for regulation matches. As you can 
see, we need help. 


I came upon your name and ad- 
dress in my copy of the “Rifle” maga- 
zine, #11.

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The hunting season, with date vari- 
ations, soon starts all over America 
and it is wise for all shooting Ameri- 
cans to review our posture in the 
eyes of the public. Certainly, the 
public is watching us. 

First, I suggest, not all devotees of 
the shooting sports are hunters and 
not all hunters are sportsmen, re- 
grettably. The hunters encompass a 
large group of people who for the 
most part have financed, through 
their licenses and voluntarily re- 
quested taxes, the conservation of 
wild game and other natural re- 
sources in America. They are usual- 
ly good fellows who can get out in 
the wilds only once — at most three 
or four times — a year. 

There are literally millions of 
people in this country who like to 
shoot. All of them are hunters ex- 
cept for the dedicated thousands who 
rather religiously limit their shoot- 
ing to clay pigeons and paper targets 
—or for lack of opportunity, to other 
kinds; to tin can shooting, for ex- 
ample. 

There is left among the hunters a 
relatively small bunch of people who 
are not sportsmen, either for lack of 
training or for lack of disposition. 
This group is in a sense the responsi- 
bility of all of us. At least, for the 
dereliction of one, we are all tarred 
with the same brush. 

There is, however, an abundance 
of statistical evidence that in the last 
few years our Hunter Safety Courses 
are paying off. The fact that there are 
fewer accidents in the field means 
that there is a declining number of 
those who are careless with firearms 
and who may shoot livestock or de- 
stroy property. 

We must all work together in an 
affirmative program to build the kind 
of training and the attitude, still 
further reducing the number of care- 
less or ill-trained people who may 
be out with a gun. 

I speak of doing it affirmatively 
because a long list of “Thou shalt 
nots”, sometimes giving the details of 
some depredation or stupidity which 
has happened in the past, often tends 
to become included in the statistical 
array later to be recited as facts 
against the interests of all of us. You 
and I are the paper punchers, the 
purists as it were, and good shooting 
habits have been instilled in most of 
us for so many years we tend to take 
for granted that hunters and sports- 
Men are equally experienced and 
more or less equally skilled with 
arms. Not so. 

This is a good time for men like us 
to take a look at our club. What is

the status of your Hunter Safety Pro- 
gram? Are you in contact with the 
National Rifle Association with re- 
gard to its development? Similarly, 
are you in contact with your state 
fish and game commission? What 
about your Junior Program, is it 
active? 

Are you mindful always of the 
opportunities for developing enthusi- 
asm and skill on the shooting ranges? 
Don’t forget these fellows on the 
ranges also pay that 11% excise tax 
which is a contribution to conser- 
vation in America. By their enthusi- 
asm for shooting on the ranges they 
have the opportunity to shoot a great 
deal more. Also, they do not clutter 
up the game fields seeking only a 
place to shoot. The hunting to some 
people actually means no more than 
an opportunity to shoot and enjoy 
the comradeship of their likes. If 
directed toward the ranges there is 
more enjoyment for them and a 
greater contribution to the game all 
of us wish to preserve.

Panning for gold in Cali, Colum- 
bia, during the VI PAN-AMERICAN 
GAMES, VICTOR L. AUER and JOHN 
WRITER struck it rich ... for the 
USA!!! The Phoenix tryouts in May 
proved to be a highly accurate instru- 
ment for detecting the presence of 
gold medal-winning potenital. 

It was to be expected that John 
Writer, World Record-holder with 
the Standard Rifle and Olympic sil- 
ver medalist, would dominate the 3- 
positional smallbore. The Army Re- 
serve 1/Lt. from Clarendon Hills, 
Illinois, had trained well ... he is 
consistent... and displays exception- 
al qualities of coolness. Having aver- 
aged 1151 in three days of shoot- 
ing under Black Canyon Range con- 
ditions, he was certain to perform 
well under predictably more favor- 
able conditions. 

In the beautiful city at the foot of 
the Andes ...in the lush Cauca River 
valley ... JACK WRITER came 
through in magnificent form with a 
new Pan-American Games Record!!! 
Not only did his 1159 exceed the 1154 
Record set by Art Jackson in 1951 
but, as a note of interest, it was 2 
points better than Bernd Klingner’s 
winning score at the 1968 Mexico 
City Olympics . . . when Writer’s 
1156 was a point behind. 

Flying in from Vietnam, Major 
Lones W. Wigger, Jr., relied on his 
experience and tremendous “will to 
win” to compensate for deficiencies 
in practice and training. His 1148 
was good for the Pan - American 
Games silver medal in 3-positional 
smallbore and must be considered a 
truly outstanding effort by a great 
and dedicated shooter. 

Competition was intense in the 
English Match, fired on Wednesday, 
August 4.... Vie Auer, however, did 
not exude the same aura of confi- 
dence which bolstered Jack Writer. 
In fact, following his sensational 8- 
point victory in the tryouts — using 
Jim Hill’s highly accurate Anschutz 
and his leather jacket — Vic has been 
shooting miserably. He bought a 
rifle, found it too heavy, and had the 
barrel fluted, but the stock didn’t fit. 
Nothing fits Vic as his old 52C did, 
which was stolen. Becoming a bit 
frantic, he began switching rifles to 
the extent that he felt comfortable 
with none of them. ... Jim Hill had 
very graciously offered Vic his rifle 
to take to the Pan-Am Games, but 


Vic had hoped to have a rifle of his 
own. The day before he left for 
Miami, he had practiced at the Los 
Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club with 
disappointing results. He was get- 
ting high shots with the Anschutz 
due, undoubtedly, to the fact that the 
stock does not fit him perfectly. The 
points he dropped in Phoenix were 
also high. A few days before his 
departure, he put a scope on the An- 
schutz for the first time. That made 
a great deal of difference in the feel 
of the rifle, he reported. I suggest- 
ed that he weight the forearm and 
practice again late in the afternoon 
...and ended our conversation with 
a pep talk. 

VIC AUER has an uncanny capaci- 
ty for bearing down when it really 
counts. Special emissary for civilian 
prone shooters as well as represent- 
ing the U.S., he admirably withstood 
a “double” dose” of pressure ... in 
the crucial final 10-shot string. That 
was where he outclassed Gilmour 
Boa of Canada, to break their 593 tie 
and staked his claim to the lovely 
Pan-American gold (medal), During 
alternately rainy and sunny con- 
ditions, you can imagine that mirage 
and some wind prevailed. 

In July 1969, Precision Shooting 
was privileged to print Vie Auer’s 
frankly informative “WIND DOPING 
The International (ISU) Target”. 
Interest in Vic’s conclusions was so 
widespread that the article was sur- 
reptitiously reprinted in a certain 
publication in four languages. . 
Now, Vic’s dynamic gold medal-win- 
ning demonstration has further lent 
credence to his theories on wind- 
doping. What better proof that his 
system of “Playing the Percentages” 
is a winner? 

Competitors from the Americas felt 
the impact of the strenuous Cuban 
training program, conducted during 
the past several years under the 
supervision of such great Russian 
shooters as Anatoli Bogdanov, Olym- 
pic gold medalist and World Champi- 
on. While the far left is intent on 
disarming the USA, Communist 
countries are placing much im- 
portance on excelling in shooting 
competition. It figures. . . . Con- 
spicuous by their absence from the 
1970 World Championships in Phoe- 
nix, Cuban shooters have, neverthe- 
less, gained momentum by competing 
in the Mexico City Olympics and 
winning the 1970 Central American- 
Caribbean Games. 

The U.S. English Match Team, led 
by Auer’s 593, was awarded the gold 
medal for a 2362. Captain Clifford 
Davis, TUSAMTU, and 1970 Small- 
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Vic Auer 


bore Prone Champion, Captain David 
Ross, III, USAR, of Houston, Texas, 
fired 590 scores; and Lt. John Stuart 
Watkins, USAR, of Fairfax, Va., a 
589. 

It was a bit alarming, however, to 
find the Cuban Team only 2 points 
behind with 2360. 

In 3-positional smallbore, Manuel 
Valdez, of Cuba, placed third with 
1141, 

It was in the 3-position that U.S. 
strength was especially evident. Old 
Glory waved majestically for the 
fourth time (for rifle shooting) in 
that picturesque green setting near 
the Pacific with the Andes Mountains 
in the background ... in tribute to 
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the new 3-positional Pan-American 
Games Team Record of 4578, estab- 
lished by Writer, Wigger, Lt. Lanny 
Bassham, TUSAMTU,. and W/O David 
I. Boyd, III, USMC. It was an im- 
provement of 7 points over the old 
mark... . The Cuban Team scored 
4531 for the silver medal, while 
Argentina’s 4383 netted the bronze 
medals. 

Perhaps fhe most unusual coinci- 
dence of the Pan-American Games is 
that the two individual gold medal- 
ists in rifle shooting use contact lens! 
That could be a trend-maker. 

Let’s consider personalities in im- 
munizing against pressure—: Jack 
Writer remains detached; Lones Wig- 
ger takes the “bull by the horns” 
and wages a strong campaign; while 
Vic Auer appears to induce a self- 
hypnotic trance, thereby sealing the 
wall of his concentration against 
outside interference. There is no 
disputing that each method is ef- 
fective. . . . Recognizing that there 
are exceptions, however, when the 
best-laid strategy is cast asunder, 
perhaps (but just perhaps) at some 
future date we will enlighten you on 
what transpires when a “deacon in 
the church” (or so he claimed) is 
firing in the same booth ... or a 
little black dog appears in one’s 
sights . . . and/or one’s integrity is 
assaulted via nit-picking over an am- 
biguous shooting jacket rule. You’ve 
heard some rumblings re the latter. 
And, speaking of jackets, would you 
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believe pink coats and grey-striped 
trousers for the U.S. Team’s casual 
trousers for the U.S Team’s casual at- 
tire? Ugh! They were described as 
“fugitives from Glenn Miller’s Band.” 
The same designer must have initi- 
ated the shooting jacket rule. 

Vic Auer will receive a hero’s wel- 
come at Los Angeles International 
Airport, followed by a surprise party 
at the Los Angeles Rifle & Revolver 
Club . . . where he conducts such 
meaningful seminars, as Chief In- 
structor.

Catching up on some of the tourna- 
ments which have made news around 
the country, let’s focus our sights first 
on the GULF COAST SMALLBORE 
PRONE CHAMPIONSHIP, hosted by 
the Bayou Rifles, Inc. of Houston. 

The first match, the 100-yd iron, 
was really bad news for 1970 National 
Champion David Ross, III. Having 
trouble with his front sight, he 
dumped 6 points! After remedying 
the difficulty, he was clean the rest 
of the way. That’s what becoming a 
champion is all about. Many shooters 
would have figured that they were 
down the tube after such a catas- 
trophic beginning, but not Dave Ross. 
He went on to win the Grand Aggre- 
gate over some formidable compe- 
tition!!! 

Pushing ahead of the many well- 
known names in the first match was 
R. M. Dersham, whose 400-30X shaded 
Raymond Sargent by an X. Some- 
thing of a “dark horse” (no offense 
intended), he became a man to watch. 
From then on, it was a tug o’ war. 
David Ross was in front of J. A. 
Moroney, from Louisiana, 400-31X to 
399-26X in the Dewar. “Old Sarge” 
stumped his toe by 3 points, but came 
back fighting to win the meter — 400- 
32X over Ross’ 400-30X. ... At 50- 
yds, it was Ross — 400-34X, then Ex- 
perts R. H. Nelson, NRA Director, 
and Charles F. Pardonner of Austin, 
with 400-32X scores. The Masters 
didn’t fare so well on that one. 

Checking the board for the Metal- 
lic Aggregate winner, it was the “Old 
Master” himself (not in age, but ex- 
perience) — Raymond Sargent, total- 
ing 1596-118X. Looking over his 
shoulder, there was R. M. Dersham, 
only 9X’s behind. Following were 
Dave Ross — 1594-123X; and Inez 
Sargent — 1594-110X; Sharpshooter 
L. M. Giertz — 1592-105X; Experts 
D. W. Nancarrow — 1591-116X and 
Ellen Ross — 1591-107X. Both Nan- 
carrow, who fired a Critchfield 3200 
on that range a year ago, and Ellen 


were victims of the new classification 
system, while Inex had her Master 
classification restored. 

It was a warm and sunny week- 
end, which means much mirage on 
the range where I used to enjoy 
shooting . . . more for the good 
company than the ideal conditions, 
which they weren’t.... On the scope 
day, however, conditions were ap- 
parently rather pleasant. 

Dave Ross did some rapid calcu- 
lation and knew that his only hope 
was a 1600 with a healthy X-count, 
but only if Sargent and Dersham 
failed to go clean and dropped as 
many as 2 points. 

A. J. McDonough, promising Junior 
Expert, did a creditable job of win- 
ning the 100-yd any, tallying 400-36X. 
Moroney led the Master Class — 400- 
35X; Ross had 400-33X, and Expert 
Seonaid Legge, 400-32X. It was good 
to note that old friend and famous 
riflesmith, Walter H. Womack, of 
Shreveport, had 400-28X. . . . Scores 
were hotter over the Dewar Course 
as National Champion Ross X’d 400- 
39 to nose out a 400-38 by former 
National Ladies Champion Inez Sar- 
gent. ... At 50-meters, scopes were 
trained on Ellen Ross and her win- 
ning 400-35X, Creedmooring E. P. 
O’Neal, member of the last NRA 
Team to Bisley. Can you guess who 
was 2nd Master? Captain David Ross, 
III, USAR, trailed by an X,... Inter- 
esting to note that the tournament 
was about 10 days prior to the party 
celebrating David IV’s 1st birthday 
.... The ladies were really taking 
over in the final 50-yd any, as Inez 
turned in a beautiful 400-39X, David 
and Ellen Ross had a pair of 400-37’s 
(we don’t know who Creedmoored 
whom), and Junior Expert A. J. Mc-

Donough had the second best score of 
400-38X. Far from being a Women’s 
Lib thing, there is a mutual respect 
among shooters, and husband-and- 
wife teams are a definite asset to the 
shooting game. 

David Ross achieved his goal—a 
1600-143X, to take the Any Sight Ag- 
gregate and consequent fringe bene- 
fits. Pat O’Neal, who had a little 
trouble with his irons, was in run- 
ner-up spot with a 1600-130X. Ellen 
Ross dropped her only point in the 
initial 100-yd match to finish third 
with an excellent 1599-137X. Inez 
Sargent was 2nd Master — 1598- 
148X, with a beautiful X-count. She 
dropped 7X’s and a 9 at 100 yds, then 
followed with 400-38 in the Dewar, 
399-38X at 50-meters, and 400-39X at 
50-yds. 

The Gulf Coast Smallbore Rifle 
Championship went to DAVID ROSS, 
III, for his very fine 3194-266X, after 
a slow start. R. M. Dersham stayed 
consistent and finished in second 
place, scoring 3194-241X. Raymond 
Sargent was a gentleman and de- 
clined to exchange X-counts with 
his wife; therefore, his 3194-239X 
finished third, Inez was High Lady, 
ranking fourth overall, her 3192- 
258X being the second high X-count. 
In fifth place was Ellen Ross, who 
won the High Expert award for her 
3190 and exceptional 244X-count. 
A. J. McDonough aggregated 3188- 
245X for High Junior. 


It occurs to many of us that the 
new smallbore prone classification 
system is contributing to the decline 
of the shooting game. Entry fees are 
too high; the cost of ammo is out of 
sight; therefore, all tournaments are 
suffering a drop-off in entries ... 
and we definitely did not need an 
unrealistic classification system to 
compound the repercussions from a 
fluctuating economy. More on that 
later. 

Sargent — 397-27X; Giertz — 398- 
24X; Ross — 397-28X, and Dersham 
— 396-15X, composed the winning 
team which posted a 1588-94X at 100- 
yds iron.... A new National Record 
was established by Ellen Ross — 397- 
29X; Inez Sargent — 397-20X; Seo- 
naide Legge (Ex) — 392-11X; and 
Barbara Tix (Ex) — 391-15X, total- 
ing 1577-75X. The previous women’s 
record was 1565-73X, held by Down- 
ers Grove Jr. Rifle Club.

IN MEMORIAM— 

We were indeed saddened to learn 
from Bob Sinclaire, who was then in 
Germany, of the death of WILLIAM 
P. SCHWEITZER at Monmouth Medi- 
cal Center in New Jersey on May 24 


at the age of 70. Bill, who was one 
of the truly great smallbore prone 
shooters, had a malignant tumor re- 
moved from his stomach area last 
year in Paris and had been under- 
going treatments ever since. 

Born in Poland of Swiss parents, 
his family moved to New York where 
he captained the rifle team of Colum- 
bia University. From then on, Bill 
Schweitzer approached his shooting 
as seriously as he did the family 
paper manufacturing company, P. J. 
Schweitzer, Inc. He was captain of 
the 1931 winning Pershing Trophy 
Team, and a teammate of my father’s 
on the 1937 Pershing Trophy Team. 
In that year, Schweitzer was also 
captain and high scorer of the World 
Championship prone team at Hel- 
sinki, which was composed of Kay 
and Bill Woodring, and John Adams. 
He won the Grand Aggregate at Bis- 
ley in 1939, 1953, and 1954, and won 
numerous times in the Scottish 
Nationals, including his last victory 
there in 1968. Over the years he won 
his share of tournaments and indi- 
vidual matches throughout the U.S., 
as well, accumulating an impressive 
string of National Records. 

As his close friend, Bob Sinclaire, 
expressed it, “It is not possible to 
tell all the wonderful things he did 
for shooters and young people in 
general.” Schweitzer never sought 
acclaim for his good works, but we 
have heard that he financed bring- 
ing the British Pershing Team to 
Perry in 1953. He and Sinclaire en- 
joyed shooting together at Bisley and 
the leisurely pace of the Scottish 
Matches. 

He was indeed a man that the 
shooting world and the business 
world could ill afford to lose. He 
served in the European theater in 
World War II as a lieutenant colonel. 
Since 1958, he had been a director of 
Kimberly-Clark, and had homes at 


Colts Neck, N. J., and Palm Beach, 
Fla.

When the WESTERN NATIONALS 
Prone Championship first skyrocket- 
ed on July 4th weekend back in 1957 
at the Los Angeles Rifle & Revolver 
Club, Vic Auer, wearing thick-lensed 
glasses, swept all three aggregates to 
become the first Western Nationals 
Champion. Since that time, the histo- 
ry of this prestigious tournament has 
been as colorful as its red, white, 
and blue origin. On one occasion, 
fireworks erupted when the Western 
Nationals was threatened with losing 
its identity. That prompted a unani- 
mous vote by the membership to con- 
duct the trational Western Nationals 
whether registered or not. It was 
registered. 

Of the 10 Western Nationals 
Champions, 3 are former National 
Champions, one of whom was an 
Olympic silver medalist, and 2 were 
co-holders of the National Junior 
Championship. Dozens of National 
Records have been established 
throughout their shooting careers by 
the Western Nationals Champions. 


Vic Auer, who has won the title 
four times, long ago abandoned the 
thick-lensed glasses in favor of con- 
tacts — in which (area) he was some- 
thing of a pioneer... . Tom Guerin 
hit the tournament’s record mark 
with a 3199-270X in 1969, while the 
low was Ed Caygle’s 3189-216X in 
1961... . The list of champions in- 
cludes such well-known names as 
A. R. Willbrandt - 1958, Bob Per- 
kins - 1962, Bill Grater - 1964, Frank 
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Briggs - 1966, and Doug Beede, whose 
breakthrough came in 1968 when he 
fired a 1600 with irons, then went 
on to win the title with 5 down. ... 
Captain Jim Hill, USMC, champion 
in 1959 and 1960, had been the only 
winner in consecutive years — until 
now. 

A year ago a new shooting star 
emerged when 20-year-old ALLAN F. 
KNOWLES made such a smashing 
debut in his first major competition 
that veteran wind-dopers were 
amazed as he toppled them one by 
one in the Metallic Aggregate. Con- 
tinuing his devastating drive, he fal- 
tered only once with scope to be- 
come the youngest of all Western 
Nationals Champions by virtue of 
his 3193-240X to 3191-243X edge over 
the eminent Captain Hill. 

A week before the 1971 Western 
Nationals, Allan Knowles celebrated 
his 21st birthday. Not only had he 
“come of age”, but his approach re- 
flects a new maturity, gained by a 
year of consistently top-flight shoot- 
ing. He is the same affable, relaxed 
young man, but he wears an aura of 
confidence, achieved only through 
the experience of winning. 

An innovation at the 15th Annual 
Western Nationals was the intro- 
duction of the new targets, with the 
lovely, large black bulls, for the 
metallic matches, with one exception 
—the new 50-meter targets failed to 
arrive. And, what a difference it 
made, switching apertures, and such! 
(Sometimes the old ways are best, 
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after all. I learned on the old meter everything seemed to go wrong for 


target with the big black bulls. Re- 
member it?) 

A new winner made the scene in 
the opener, the Dewar iron, as Har- 
ley Jessup outclassed Bob Boydston 
and Dave Deyell,. 400-31X to their 
400-30’s. .. . Since Karl Kenyon over- 
hauled his BSA, setting back, re- 
chambering, and’ crowning the bar- 
rel, Harley is realizing his potential 
.... Tom Guerin annexed the 100-yd 
iron - 400-30X, under overcast skies, 
followed by “Lovable George” Var- 
tanian’s 400-28X, Doug Beede’s 400- 
27X and Knowles’ 400-26X. Also 
clean were Bob Bjorklund and Jes- 
sup. ... In the meter, George Stid- 
worthy made his presence known as 
he cleaned the old target with the 
small black — 400+30X, Creedmoor- 
ing Knowles. Trailing were Bob 
Bjorklund - 399-29X, and John Lane- 
399-28X. And, let’s give a plug to 
our old friend, Mike Allen, who is 
just getting back in the game, for his 
399-27X. .. . Bearing down at 50-yds 
was Knowles with a 400-36X. Push- 
ing him a little was a trio of 400- 
34X’s, by John Lane, Auer, and Bjork- 
lund. 


In. the Iron Aggregate, it was Allan 
Knowles in the lead with a fantastic 
1599-126X. Crowding him were Bob 
Bjorklund - 1598-116X, Harley Jes- 
sup - 1598-112X, Tom Guerin - 1597- 
114X; Bob Boydston and Vic Auer- 
1596-112X. 

It is interesting to analyze the re- 
sults of having to accommodate to 
the small black bull at 50-meters. 
George Stidworthy accommodated 
very well. In fact, his only possible 
for the day was in the meter. He 
was the exception. Note the other 
top scores in that match were by 
young shooters whose “young eyes” 
were not so susceptible. It cost Har- 
ley Jessup his only 2 points for the 
day, and accounted for 3 of Auer’s 
4 down, Others were badly crippled. 
As Jim Seaberry expressed it, “Wow! 
What a difference going back down! 
It really looked small!” 

Actually, Allan Knowles had felt 
himself in a series of slumps since 
his two rifles were drenched during 
the 1970 Pacific States Fall Round- 
Up Thanksgiving weekend. In fact, 
the week before the tournament, he 


went incomplete in one match when 


him. . . . Going into the- Western 
Nationals, he was a bit shaky — until, 
he opened up with a 20X in the 1st 
stage of the 1st match. After that 
he settled down. . . . Allan shoots 
his standard-barreled Anschutz ex- 
clusively now, and uses a Gehmann 
iris, having discarded the diopter last 
year. ... The 400’s at 100-yds and 
50-meters iron were his first over 
those courses of fire. 

While all day Saturday, May 1, had 
been overcast, the weather bureau 
provided a more challenging menu 
for the scope matches — Southern 
California’s famed sunshine, with ac- 
companying mirage. “1600 King” 
George Stidworthy started out with 
his usual finesse in his bid for 1600 
#58, except that he was 1X down in 
the Dewar. ... Guerin had 400-38X, 
and an unbreakable 400-37X tie oc- 
curred between Siegfried Watzlawek 
and .... guess who just happened to 
“try out a rifle’? — Bill Grater. ...
